Perhaps there 
is some great principle at stake which as yet has not been clearly 
explained to the public. And while we are charitably disposed to 
accept this view, in the meantime we are going to express our im 
pressions of the recent actions of these two league leaders. 


Is the sporting side of professional hockey being absolutely | 


subordinated to commercial ends here in the west? 

If the two western leagues earnestly believed that the cham 
pion teams of their respective circuits should both go east to play 
for the Stanley Cup, why did they stage a series of games between 
themselves, incidently allowing the public to think—in the first 
two games at least—that the engagements were real championship 
contests? 

Is that a fair deal to the Montreal team? 
rights to be respected? 

As the matter now stands, they are forced to mect a team 
that has already been beaten, which, as everyone knows, is bound 
to take the edge off the importance of the games. 

Hither the west should not have played their series, or it 
should have been a knock-out affair, in whieh the losing team was 
eliminated from any further participation in world championship 
honors. 

**To the vietors belong the spoils’’ is an old saying, and it is 
true in sport. No one begrudges the winner of any sporting game 
the emoluments that Ko with it. That is what makes the struggle | 
to win. If the loser is going to share equally with the winner, 
what incentive is there to win! 

In the case of professional games, like hockey, the chief emolu- 
ments of a winner should be and are dollars and cents, but the 
sporting side to the games should not be subordinated to the scram- 
ble for money. For as soon as that begins you are bordering on 
the hippodrome, ahd it won’t be long before the goose which lays 
the golden eggs, namely, the public, is killed. 

Barnum was right when he said that you could fool some of 
the people all the time, and all the people some of the time, but 
you cannot fool all the people all the time 

Sometimes it looks as though the public actually liked to be 
swindled and bunecoed. Dealing fairly and honestly with them 
— to fail to get the monetary results. But in the long run it 

There is no use In saying otherwise, the present situation in 
Stanley Cup hockey affairs on the part of the two western 
It will require some more spe 
cious reasoning to gull the public into thinking that everything is 
all right. 

It certainly looks like a perfectly sensible thing to do, when 
the Stanley Cup is to be played for in the east, for the two western 
leagues to determine a winner between them in a series in the 
west, and the winner proceed east to meet the National Hockey 
ho champions iy the finals for world’s honors. 

Or if it is agreed to let the champions of each western Ibague 
compete in the east for the Stanley Cup, then by all means bar 
these western teams from staging a series of exhibition gomey 
or any other kind between themselves until after the big world’s 
championship is settled. 

You will tind that these eastern people know how to think 
pretty straight, and are no more laying awake nights scheming 
how to get the best of the big western cities than these people ot 
the big western cities are doing with respect to the growing 
young towns in their vicinity, It is generally the smaller city 
that is doing most of the scheming.
